CURRENT NOTES. 


Methylated Spirit Regulations. 

Tuese Regulations (Statutory Rules and Orders, 1925, 
No. 1,240) came into force as from February 1st, 1926. 
Chemists may now, when duly authorized by the Com- 
missioners, have in their possession industrial methylated 
spirit (that is, spirit to every ninety-five parts by volume 
of which five parts by volume of wood naphtha have been 
added) for sale as received, or as a constituent of an 
antiveptie or lotion or other preparation prescribed for 
external use and not capable of being used as a beverage, 
and for medical and surgical purposes other than internal 
use as a medicine. Such spirit may be supplied only oa an 
order written, signed, and dated by a duly qualified medical 
practitioner, and preparations containing the spirit may 
be supplied only on the signed and date. prescription of 
a medical practitioner. No greater quantity than one 
imperial pint of the spirit, either alone or as an ingredient 
of a preparation, may be supplied at any one time to, or 
for the use of, any one person. ‘The order or prescription 
must bear the name and address of the person to whom 
the spirit or preparation is to be supplied, and shall not 
be acted upon more than seven days after the date it bears. 
It is necessary to state on the order the amount required 
and the purpose for which it is to be~used, such as “ for 
outward application’ or ‘for sterilization of instru- 
ments.’? <A fresh order is necessary on each occasion when 
the spirit is required, but preparations in which the spirit 
is one of the ingredients may he dispensed without a fresh 
prescription. 


The Medical Secretary's Visit to South Africa. 

On February 7th, as stated in a Current Note last week, 
Dr. Cox reached Willowmvre, in the area of the Cape of 
Good Hope (Midlands) Branch, where he had the pleasure 
of meeting the local. medical men.

doctors in the district. While at Graaff Reinet Dr. Cox 


was entertained by Dr. Hudson, Dr. K. Bremer, Dr. J. L. | P 


Rubidge, his daughter Dr. Louie A. Rubidge, and Dr. 
Laubscher; and on the evening of February 9th a most 
successful dinner was held, at which all the local doctors 
(two travelling from Aberdeen, some forty miles away) and 
their ladies were present. Among the guests at this 


function were the mayor, Mr. H. Urquharz, and mayoress. 


On February 10th Dr. J. Van Schalkwijk drove Dr. Cox 
to Pearston, forty-six miles away. There he met Dr. G. '. 
Van der Vijver, M.C., an old B.M.A. member, and in the 
afternoon was driven by him to Cookhouse, a distance of 
fifty miles. Thence he travelled to Cradock, fifty-seven 
miles away, and for two days was the guest of Dr. D. 
Roger. During his stay he met most of the local pro- 
fession and also the mayor, the vicar, and other prominent 
citizens. On February 12th he left for Kimberley, where he 
was met next day by Dr. C. D. Roberts (President of the 
Griqualand West Branch), Dr. W. O. Rubidge (Secretary 
of the Branch), and Dr. T. Edygar Jones (an ex-President 
of the Branch). On the evening of the 13th Dr. Cox was 
entertained to dinner at the Kimberley Club. The dinner 
was a very successful event, being attended not only by 
the Kimberley doctors but by practitioners outside the 


area, one of whom had travelled 140 and another 160 miles. 


On Sunday, February 14th, a picnic on the Vaal River, 
attended by a large party of doctors and ladies, was 
arranged. Next day Dr. Cox was conducted by an 
official of the company over the De Beers mines and offices, 
and in the evening was present at a dinner promoted by 
the mayor in honour of Captain Cobham, the famous 
aviator, whose arrival at Kimberley by aeroplane Dr. Cox 
had witnessed earlier in the day.

The Royal Commission's Report, 

Sirn,—The report of the Royal Commission on National 
Health Insurance is caleulated to cause considerable disturb- 
ance in the camp of approved societies; particularly unpalatable 
will be the trenchant attack of the minority. Comparatively, 
we come out of the ordeal very well; nevertheless the whole 
of our recommendations, Nos. 1 to 5, dealing with reform of 
disciplinary procedure, are consigned to the waste-paper basket. 
It. becomes essential to consider whether anything can be 
salved from the wreck. 

It will be useless to contest their arguments against our 
contention that mere power to change doctor will furnish 
adequate protection against neglect. In my letter (SUPPLEMENT, 
October 31st, 1925, p. 159) I predicted this conclusion. Like- 
wise, it will be futile to dispute their objection to two medical 
‘men being the first arbiters of the justice of a complaint. If, 
as recommended, Insurance Committees are abolished, it is 
to be hoped that the lay members of the new body will he 
‘of a better quality, and that suitable chairmen of Serviee 
Subcommittees will be found, to whom, in conference with the 
‘chairman of the Local Medical Committee, such duty might be 
delegated. This miatter could, I imagine, be dealt with by 
‘Regulation,

On the other hand, the arguments produced against right 


of appeal seem to me singularly unconvincing, especially that 


in respect to the High Court.. They say that it 


“involves placing upon the courts of law responsibility for 
deciding questions of a kind which, in our opinion, can he 
more appropriately decided by a Minister who is answerable 
io Parliament for the manner in. wliich he exercises his 
discretion.”’ 


Now if it had been proposed to run to the nearest magistrate, 


or even to take the case to a county court judge, there would 
have been weight in this objection; but when appeal is 
limited to the Court of King’s Bench the position is entirely 
different. Clearly in 99 cases out of 100 the Minister will 


‘continue to decide these questions as heretofore. Only in cases 


of glaring injustice will so formidable and expensive a pro- 
cedure be invoked. Again, the Royal Commission cannot 
possibly dispute the competence of the High Court as com- 
pared with that of a transitory Minister. It follows that, 
unless injustice has been committed, the Ministerial decision 
will be upheld. I would add that the mere fact that appeal 
is possible would probably effectually prevent the committing 
of such injustice at all, and recent events strongly support this 
view. Therefore, the Commission are committed to the opinion 
that a Ministerial decision must be allowed to stand, even 


though patently unjust. I question whether Parliament will. 


endorse an opinion so repugnant alike to justice and commen 
sense, and so damaging to the harmonious working of the 
insurance service. In arriving at this astounding conclusion 
the Commission overlook the fact that for fourteen years the 
Minister, or his predecessors, responsible to Parliament for 
the proper administration of sickness benefit, have had abso- 
lutely no control whatever over the society officers engaged in 
this work. Clearly, therefore, such control is in no way an 
essential feature. They, however, recognizing tardily the 
necessity to acquire some control, propose now that the 
Minister have power to compel societies to amend objectionable 
rules, but that ‘‘it be open to the society to appeal against 
this order of the Minister to some independent tribunal.” 
This provision seems to me to knock the bottom out of their 
position. An objectionable rule will be one injurious to the 
insured person. Therefore, a society accused of conduct 
injurious to the insured person is to have the right of appeal 
from a decision of the Minister. Surely then the most elementary 
justice demands similar right to a doctor accused of the same 
offence against the same parties. 

As I have already several times pointed out, the present 
position of the Minister is unconstitutional, and cannot be 
defended either on grounds of equity or precedent. Now or 
never is the time to claim before Parliament our natural rights 
as free Britons, and the termination of an injustice which ro 
political party would dare to inflict upon any body of working 
men. In this demand we must claim simple justice, and most 
carefully eschew any ill-considered reference to pecuniary 
detail. We must not stultify our position, and make our- 
selves ridiculous before Parliament-and the public, by begging 
leave to haggle over the amount of a fine, while allowing no 
opportunity to rebut a ruinous, and possibly quite unfounded, 
charge of professional incompetence or neglect.—I am, ete.,

The Association’s Memorandum of Evidence for the Royal 
Commission on Local Government, 

Sir,—I wonder if you would allow me the courtesy of your 
columns to reply briefly to your comments on my _ recent 
presidential address to the National Federation of Employees’ 
Approved Societies (SupPLEMENT, February 27th, p. 65). 

1 should like to say at once that if I have incurred the 
displeasure of the British Medical Association in venturing 
to criticize the Memorandum of Evidence for the Royal Com- 
mission on Local Government I very much regret it; but my 
duty to the organization over which I have the honow to 
preside left me no alternative. 

You suggest—rather guardedly, it is true—that I have mis- 
represented the case of the British Medical Association. If 
that is really your contention, would it not have been fairer 
to quote any statement of mine which you say is inaccurate? 
Instead of that you merely proceed to explain that the recom- 
mendations contained in the Memorandum may mean some- 


thing different from what they really are. For instance, you 


say that the Memorandum is not the last word and may quite 
well be modified in the course of examination. But that 
‘ assumption, if [ may say so, is gratuitous. The Memorandum 
Surely must be read as it stands. Further, t6 take only 


one other point, you declare that there is no suggestion 
in the Memorandum that the representatives of other bodies 
experienced in healih matters should not be appointed to 
the statutory health committee in the same way as. medical 
members. The Memorandum certainly does not say how 
members should not be appointed, but it most definitely says 
how, in the opinion of the: British Medical Association, they 
should be appointed—namely (with the exception of medical 
members), by the local health authority. . 

After all, it is a constitutional principle in this country 
that persons who are compelled to pay for the cost of a public 
service should at least have a direct voice in its control; and 
to deny this elementary right would be, indeed, ‘ worthy not 
of the twentieth century but of the Middle Ages.” If, 
however, what was stated in the Memorandum was not what 
was really meant, then I would gladly withdraw the comment 
which appears to have given offence. 

To misrepresent an opponent’s case may be, as you point out, 
“stupidly easy,’’ but I cannot help saying that the con- 
struction which, under your —— No. 4, you appear to 
have put on my observations is a feat of very considerable 
ingenuity.—I am, ete.,

*," Mr. Lesser’s speech, on which we commented, was, of 
course, not offensive; as reported in the press it was merely 
illogical, inaccurate, and therefore misleading. For instance, 
to take one error repeated in the above letter, the recom- 
mendations with regard to the composition of the local health 
committee say that this ‘‘ should be in accordance with a scheme 
for each area sanctioned by the Ministry of Health, but .that 
every such scheme should provide for adequate (though 
minority) representation thereon of the medical profession of 
the area and of other persons or bodies engaged or experienced 
in public health work in the area,’’ and that as far as the 
medical representatives are concerned they should be chosen 
by a statutory representative local medical committee. It 
nowhere says that the representatives of other bodies or persons 
should be appointed in any other fashion. If the British 
Medical Association had attempted to go into further details 
as to the way in which these other representatives should be 
chosen, it is not unlikely that it would have been told, possibly 
even by Mr. Lesser, to mind its own business. Certainly they 
also should be chosen in a proper representative way. Further, 
there is nothing in the Memorandum of Evidence to suggest 
that the local health authority should be other than directly 
representative of those who provide the funds from which the 
services they administer are paid for. It seems necessary to 
repeat once more that the Association’s evidence is not con- 
cerned, except incidentally, with Insurance Committees, and 
that the recommendations do not refer to them. The point of 
our other comment was that it is trivial to be meticulous as to 
the verbal expression of details while the fundamental proposal 
for the unification of health administration is left unexamined.
